The statistics of the Bible, may besummed. 
opines 
| “The Scriptures have been translated into 
148 languages and dialects, of which 141 
had, prior to the formation of the British 
Foreign Bible Society, never appeared; and 
25 of-the languages existed without an al- 
phabet, in oral form. Upwards of 43,000,000 
of those copies of God's Word are circulated 
among not Jess than 6,000,000.000 of people. 

The first division of the Divine Oracles 
19 attributed to Stephen Langton, Archbish- 

op of Canterbury, in the reign of King John, 

‘in the latter part of the 12th century, or the 

beginning of the 13th. Cardinal Hugo, in 
the middle of the 18th century, divided the 
Old Testatient into chapters, as they stand 
in our translations. In 1561, Athias,a Jew 
of Atmsterdam, divided the sections of Hugo 
‘into verses—a French printer had previous- 
ly (1561) divided the New Testament into 
verses as they are at pretent.
